Russia’s Soldier 
and 
W o r k m e n ’s 
Delegates Line Up W ith Gov- 
enment andr Now Desire 
Offensive In W ar. 


By Associated Press, June 21 — 
Some heavy fighting is in progress 
on the Aisno front 
in 
Northern 
France, where the French are en­ 
trenched in 
favorable 
positions, 
after notable advances in the spring 
campaign. 
The Germans appar­ 
ently have heavily reinforced their 
troops by men from the Russian 
front, and one division was sen* 
into the fighting directly after ar­ 
rival, making an attack between 
the Ailette river and the La Faux 
mill. 
The assault, along a front of ap­ 
parently less than a mile was e x ­ 
tremely violent. 
The French stop­ 
ped the German rush, suffering on­ 
ly a slight penetration of their first 
line at two points between 600 and 
700 yards, Paris reports. 
Even this 
slight gain was partly negative. 
This morning a French counter 
attack resulted in a recapture of a 
portion of the lost ground. 
The 
Crown Prince’s troops lost heavily 
and the French captured fifty pris­ 
oners. 
The French official statement al­ 
so announces progress 
made 
bv 
General Petain’s forces northeast 
of Mont Caenillet, in 
the 
Cham­ 
pagne. 
During this fighting five 
aviation machine guns were taken 
from the Germans.

Berlin, via 
London, 
June 21.— 
German troops yesterday storm* d 
French positions northeast of Scis­ 
s o r , on the Aisne front, alone: a 
width of 1,500 yards, says today’s 
official statement, which adds th*4 
French lost heavily in the fighting. 


Petrograd, June 21. —‘‘The 
com­ 
mand of death’* which is the of­ 
ficial title of the w om en’s regiment 
raised by the twice wounded girl of­ 
ficer, Vera Buitchkaroff, w ill be re­ 
viewed today by Minister of War 
Kerensky.

Inside there were four large dor­ 
mitories, the' beds without bedding 
and

heavy soldiers’ 
overcoats . 
In the court yard 300 
girls were at drill, mostly between 
18 and 25 years old, and main of 
them pretty. Their hair was short. 
They were drilled under instruction 
of a male sergeant of the Yolynskj 
regiment and marched to an cxag 
gyrated goose step. The young com­ 
mander explained that most of the 
recruits were from the higher edu­ 
cational 
academies 
and 
schools, 
w ith a few 
peasant 
factory 
girls 
among them. 
A few w ere married, 
but none who have children were 
Accepted.

Form “somewhere 
in 
France” 
Norton L Finney, of this city, has 


received a letter from his nephew*, 
John Woodruff, who is now at tim 
French front. 
Til ids communication he tells of 
the thrill experienced in witness­ 
ing for the first time in their lives 
a real battle in the air between 
airplanes. 
Mr. Woodruff tells of the duties 
required of automobile drivers at 
the front, and gives other facts 
that are of interest. 
His letter, 
just received, follows: 
France, Sunday, May 27, 1917. 
Dear Folks: 
This is the first c h iv since we 
have been on this service that we 
have had a full day of rest, so I 
am going to write sown* long-delay­ 
ed letters and do some laundering 
— the latter is very much needed. 
Today is rather momentous in 
several ways. 
It has been just a 
month and a day s i n c e we landed 
on French soil: it is also my birth­ 
day. and the first Sunday we have 
not had to work. 
We came out here last Wednes­ 
day. and after unloading our cars 
and fixing ut) our new barracks, 
the captain of the group. Captain 
Cogman, cave us a short address of 
welcome and a champagne supper. 
Then we met the French drivers 
we were to relieve, and had our 
pictures taken. 
This is the fourth 
champagne supper w e have had 
since our arrival. 
We have been 
treated royally, and 
this 
means 
seems to be their way of showing 
appreciation. 
On Thursday, Friday and Satur­ 
day mornings we were called at 4 
a. rn., and made all-day trips, car­ 
rying ammunition 
and 
materials 
from one depot to another. 
On Thursday w e saw an air bat­ 
tle between two German and three 
French 
planes. 
As we were ic. 
convey at the time, we could not 
Hop to see the result of the fight. 
On Thursday*, as we were going up 
a steep hill, on a screened road, 
a German shell passed high over 
our heads with a loud whistling 
noise. 
It was the first German 
sh-dl that any of us had seen or 
heard, and there was much com­ 
ment and excitement. 
It was not 
at all alarming, and we soon for­ 
got the incident. 
Yesterday as we 
were crossing a 
bridge, 
.several 
shells exploded within a hundred 
yards of us, and threw dirt on 
some of the cars. 
Strange to say, 
we were not the least bit frighten­ 
ed. but more interested than any­ 
thing else. 
During the 
night 
a 
German plane came near the camp 
and dropped several 
bombs 
not 


very far away, but nu damage w*as 
done. 
We are used to such things 
now* and scarcely pay any atten­ 
tion to them. 
I am not writing these things 
with any intention of scaring you 
or making you think that our work 
is dangerous or that we are heros; 
they arc just plain every day oc- 
our'*nruv> 
Tim a: ___La _really. 
very little danger. 
The average 
death rate in. this seivice is one 
in every five hundred, and only one 
man in this group has been killed 
since the beginning of the jar, and 
that was last Thursday night. 
On 
Friday 
night 
another section in 
tho group went through a gas at­ 
tack, which lasted foul hours, btu 
no one suffered any ill effects. 
I 
have been able to take quite a few 
pictures recently, which I hope will 
turn out all right. Most of them ar** 
of the camp and the fellows. 
f’erhaps 
a 
little 
information 
about running in convoy would be 
of interest to you. 
First of all 
there is a section 
composed 
of 
eighteen cars, then there 
is 
a 
group composed of 
four 
sections. 
then a groupment made up of sev­ 
eral groups. 
Each section is com­ 
manded by a lieutenant, and each 
group by a captain. 
We belong to 
one of these reserves, now work­ 
ing with Hie tenth army. 
These 
reserves are transferred from one 
army to another as the work re­ 
quires. 
In 
convoy the cars run 
30 meters apart, and are divided 
into two lames, each consisting of 
9 cars, with JO meters running dis­ 
tance between the rames. On stop­ 
ping the cars are stopped 5 meters 
apart, still maintaining 
the 
JO 
meters between the two rames. In 
starting IJ meters between each 
car is kept until all the cars are 
under way, when they fall back to 
the 30 meters 
running 
distance. 
It is important to always maintain 
this distance to prevenr confusion. 
to keep the 
convoy 
always 
'n 
sight and together, and to prevent 
other cars from slipping 
in 
be­ 
tween. and splitting up the con­ 
v o y 
The road rules 
are 
very 
strict and must be 
obeyed 
im­ 
plicitly. 
To disobey might tie up 
the traffic, which of course, is very 
great. 
There is not much fun in 
the work, as it is so 
dusty 
and 
dirty 
To ko(*p the set distance it 
is necessarv to take all the other 
fellows’ dust. 
When we come in 
at night we look exactly like ni,«. 
gers. 
But we have good food and 
lots of it, pleasant surroundings, so 
we can’t very well object to a lit­ 
tle dirt. 
—Several hours later— 
I said 
today was a day of rest. I was mis­ 
taken. 
Just came back from an in- 
pection of our cars by the cap­ 
tain. 
Had to fill up on oil, water 
and gas and have all our reserve 
tanks full: also all grease cups full 
and springs oiled. 
There are onlv 
103 grease cups on the car, so you 
pee it is not much of a job get 
ting it ready for inspection. 
W e receive pay now*, five c e n t s 
a day. 
It goes back into our food. 
so w*e get a little better food than 
the average soldier. 
We get up at 
5 a rn. and usually get to bed at 
IO p. rn., working nearly all 
time in between. 
Love and best wisher to all.

Washington, June 21.—The suf­ 
fragist “silent sentinels” appeared 


again today 
with 
a 
banner that 
was destroyed 
as 
quickly as i* 
was brought into view*. 


Today's wrecking of the banner 
was more deliberate than that of 


yesterday. The inscription on the 
banner today was the same as of 


yesterday, accusing President Wil­ 


son and Elihu Root of “deceiving 
Russia in saying the United States 
is a democracy,” and pleading with 
the Russian 
mission 
to demand 
enfranchisement of women in the 


I nit od States. The banner was in 
front of the White 
House gates 
only a few* minutes. 
A man passing in an automobile 
stopped his car, walked over and 
toro part of 
it 
off. resuming his 
journey. A few* minutes later, af­ 
ter the crowd 
had 
grown and a 
few shouts of “Traitors,” a 
man 
giving tho name 
of George Mont­ 
gomery, of Richmond, Va., walked 
over and tore the remainder of the 
banner from its frame. After the 
last shred of canvas had been re­ 
moved the 
police 
dispersed 
the 
crowd. No interference war. offered 
by the police as the banner was 
torn down. 
The persistency of the sentinel! 
in hoisting 
banners 
bearing 
in­ 
scriptions 
interpreted 
as 
being 
treasonable culminated in an anti­ 
suffrage 
demonstration 
when 
a 
crowd of nearly 
a 
thousand per­ 
sons tore down the banners. The 
crowd’s victory 
was 
short lived, 
for two more banners were obtain­ 
ed in ten minutes. Policemen no­ 
tified passersby to let the banners 
alone.

“This 
is 
Jesus, the King of the Jews.” God 
looking from above saw how widely 
separated were the crosses, and

His 
pronouncement 
thai 
Jesus was holy, harmless, undefil- 
*d. separate from sinners. 
Tile cross of Christ, on which He 
tasted death for every man, was 
’hi* n ess of redemption. 
It showed 
what our redemption cest God and 
'he price Jesus paid for us, so that 
we might have redemption through 
His blood. 
It emphasized the guilt 
of sin, the love of God, the com­ 
plete atonement. There would nev- 
T be another calvary; the redemp­ 
tion was finished, and all that men 
w*ere asked to do was to accept the 
redemption, 
reconciliation, 
am­ 
nesty 
provided 
for 
them 
Mrjn 
could do nothing to deserve par­ 
don or purchase forgiveness: but 
f he accepted redemption through 
Hie sacrifice of Jesus he would be 
mved; if he rejected it, he would 
be lost. 
A dying man was asked had he 
made peace with God. 
He replied, 
“Jesus made peace for me. and I 
accepted the peace he purchased.” * 
MI we were required to do was to 
»crept the provisions for moral and 
spiritual rescue from Hie power of 
evil. 
Then there was the cross of 
♦he penitent thief—this was the 
cross of salvation. Redemption was 
God's work, hut salvation man’s 
work. 
All men were 
redeemed. 
but not all saved. 
Forgiveness 
was preached, amnesty declared to 
aff; but all did not accept redemp­ 
tion on the conditions laid down?; 
ff there could he an added horror 
to the lost soul it would be in the 
thought that the forgiveness two 
vidcd had been refused 
The pen­ 
dent was saved, his sins remitted; 
he met Christ in glory. 
And why was this so? 
Not on 
account of moral goodness, because 
be haft been a gigantic sinner. 
No 
man could be saved bv his moral­ 
ity, for the Bible says, “By the 
deeds of the law* shall no fiesh he 
instified.” 
This penitent thief was 
not saved by his church relations— 
he had nothing to do 
with 
the 
church of God, and never heard thr- 
gospcl preached. 
Millions of peo­ 
ple had no other hope of salvation 
than church 
membership, 
which 
must not be put in place of Christ’s 
sacrifice. 
The thief was not saved 
by the ordinances or ceremonies of 
the Christian church. 
These had 
their own place, but must not be 
substituted 
for Christ’s redemp­ 
tion. 
He was not saved by feel­ 
ing. 
Many wanted to feel saved, 
but this was absurd. 
Tile penitent 
thief was saved w h lb t enduring 
the keenest physical anguish. What 
Then saved him? 
Faith. Belief that 
whilst be deserved condemnation. 
Christ took his place and redeem­ 
ed him. 
Belief that 
the 
sinless 
Christ, who 
had 
done 
nothing 
Amiss, was the Son of God, the Re­ 
deemer and Savior that He claimed 
to be. 
Belief that Jesus was King; 
that he had sovereign

in 
earth and heaven. 
He admired the 
courage of 
the 
penitent 
thief, 
amidst that surging, scoffing, ri­ 
bald crowd, confessing his belief 
in a dying Lord. 
Today, after centuries of Chris­ 
tianity, men and women feared to 
come out openly for Christ e 'e n in 
a meeting such 
as 
this. 
When 
Christ demanded open confession 
and men refused to yield. Christ 
must let them go; but the result 
of such rejection could only be 
eternal destruction.
